weary and bored with the 
machinations of the music 
press, and who couldn't give 
a toss about the outcome of 
the MariHion debate. 

Right, now to the point, 
are we all agreed that 
‘progressive rock' is a gem 
worth having, reviving and 
kicking up the backside, just 
as we all agred that Heavy 
Meta! needed this process 
before the ' onslaught' of 
NWOBHM? 

Personally, / feel that the 
'progressive' or quasi- 
classical end of the rock 
music spectrum is a style 
which^ like it or dislike it, 
will never be completely 
eradicated — it provides an 
admirably viable alternative 
to the usual drivel in the 
charts. 




Yet MariHion continue to 
hog the limelight — can 
anyone remember a week 
during the last few months 
when an article or at least a 
reference to them did not 
appear in Sounds? This factor 
suggests my third main 
point: surely alternatives to 
MariHion's being the 'Great 
White Hope' of progressive 
rock exist? The undeniable 
fact is that alternative bands

in this genre do exist, but for 
all the coverage they get in 
Sounds they might as well 
forget it. What about 
Twelfth Night or even the 
EnidI 

Sounds, it seems, is 
becoming the unofficial 
MariHion fanzine, oblivious 
to the rest of the progressive 
rock field. 

Progressive rock has never 
been, and never will be, 
sustained by one band alone. 
No, if you want it to survive, 
pay attention to oth$r 
progressive rock bands as 
well as MariHion, and 
thereby allow them to be 
judged in a context other 
than that of the isolated ahd 
elevated (?) position in 
which you seem to wish to 
place them. — Frederick I

Saturday 4 June brings in another of the 
current new pomp-rock outfits in the 
shape of Twelfth Night, a band who 
tread similar areas musically and 
lyrically to MariHion but without 
ensnaring themselves in the early 
Genesis halls of mirrors. Had their 
“Fact And Fiction” album had a sturdier 
quality to the performance and a more 
confident and dynamic production 
there's no doubt in my mind that the 
quality it contains would easily have 
outshone MariHion's debut. It follows a 
fairly time-honoured pomp tradition of 
being a concept album, in this instance 
concerned with the dehumanising 
aspects oi contemporary technological 
society. It's not exactly an original 
theme and there's a tendency to 
drastically overwrite in the presentation 
but beyond all the faults it actually 
stands up as a powerful and well 
executed piece of music and “Love 
•Song” and the title track in particular 
are quite outstanding. Good guitar 
work from Andy Revell with classical 
touches from Clive Mitten and a 
sturdy vocal job by Geoff Man. If they 
can add an extra spark to the live work 
then Twelfth Night could easily prove 
worth twice their weight in MariHion 
albums.
